this one instance to show how the contract system al- 
ways worked—the contractors had their shanties where 
they sold common liquor which they bought for 25 cts. 
a galloa, at three cents a glass. They bought b: »gans 
tor 8 shillings and sold them for 12 to the workmen— 
They bought shovels from a certain firm at 50 cents a 
piece and sold them to the workmen for 9 shilling, so 
that those who were working ostensibly for 6 shillings 
a day, were in reality receiving scarcely three. As to 
political favoritism, -he had no doubt these contracts 
would be given by the dominant party, whichever it 
might be, to their own especial favorites. A member 
told him in conversation last evening that a man need 
not work for 50 cents a day unless he chose. But his 
reply was that the man who had poverty tastened on 
him, who had left his house in the morniag with his 
children begging for bread—that such aman was not 
free. If he could not get a dollar aday, he must take 
what he could get. Nor were your capatalists slow to 
read the evidences of a man’s destitution in his haggard 
look and tattered garments. Nor were they very tardy 
in taking advantage of it. There had been a great 
many frothy speeches made on this question—some of 
them occupying two hours. ‘They were made for Bun- 
comb and for the constituents of the gentlemen. He 
supposed they would all be printed. To such an ex- 
tent was this carried the other day that after one gentle- 
man had twice talked the house nearly empty, and was 
reminded of it by a friend, he nevertheless went on and 
finished, The incident reminded him of what once oc- 
curred in the British Parliament, when Wilkes had the 
floor. A friend reminded him that he was talking to 
empty benches. ‘ No matter,” was the reply, ‘‘ It’s all 
up in type, and I’ve got to finish it.” Others again, un- 
dertook to glorify themselves by printing speeches 
which they never uttered—men of small calibre who 
thus sought to outshine some of the brightest minds in 
his house, who disdained to enter into this dishonest 
competition. If gentlemen who did this supposed that 
he was the only man who noticed it, because he was 
the only man who talked about it, they were laboring 
under a sad delusion. It was a subject of comment 
among their fellow members here. Gentlemen talked 
about the manner in wnich this bill was guarded. The 
charter of the city of New-York prohibited members of 
the common council from being interested in corpora- 
tion contracts. And aldermen served for nothing too. 
But by some unaccountable and mysterious process, all 
those belonging to the majority ofthe board were build- 
ing houses, &c., whilst serving the public gratis.— 
{Laughter.] This was a process he never could under 
stand. There wasno way in which you could guard 
any contract against the cupidity of mercenary and de- 

raved men, As long as there was money to be made 
by it, they would violate ten thousand oaths, He had 
no low opinion of human nature generally—but he had 
a most villainous opinion of your professional politi- 
cians. 

The remarks of Mr. Walsh about the violajion of 
all oaths, and of all moral obligations by Contractor, 
when they can get achance to make money, is as noto- 
rious as the sun at noon-day. And the contemptible, 
disgusting pracjice of bribing the Speaker, or of going 
into a dead open and shut bargain with him in order to 
get the floor, has become so beastly frequent, that it is 
high time it was thoroughly exposed and put a stop to 
every where. 

Mr. Walshat another stage of the proceedings on 
these plundering canal contracts took occasion to show 
the gross injustice of giving out snch large contracts to 
any one man or firm ; no poor man can give the secu- 
ty required, and none bnt very rich purse-proud, over 
bearing monopolists can get a contract at all; they as a- 
matter of wholesale plunder go in to make all the mo- 
ney they can by the matter, and underlet to men who 
thus have to do all the work without getting any of the 
profit, and these poor hard-working men frequently lose 
what small amount of money they had previously laid 
by into ihe bargain. But here are Mike’g own words 
on this subject :— 

“Mr. Walsh said, ttat he was opposed to this con- 
tract system, as a matter of principle. He was for 
giving the men who did the work all the money that 
was paid for it, directly. Too many fortunes had been 
wrung out of the sweat and diminished size, and even 
lives of the working men on the Croton Aqueduct, and 
on the Canals. If abuses had grown up under the pre- 
sent system , correct them ; but letthe men who did the 
work have the money! not so arrange these things, 
that a large per centage would go into the pockets of 
the rich nabob, who revelled in luxury and idleness on 
the poor man’s work.’’ 

This is the only true doctrine, and sooner or later, 
it must and shall be’put into full and universal practice 
—(iod grant the time intervening may very, very short 
indeed. 

On Tuesday, Mr. Walsh offered a resolution calling 
on the Comptroller to give a complete explenation of 
various items never yet explained, connected with the 
public printing.

Tue cate Disasters ar Sea.—The sad calamity by 
which poor Capt. Rathbone and his two mates and five 
seamen lost their lives, is attributable only to the infer- 
nal selfishness of the persons who own the vessels, or 
who chartered them for their voyage across the Atlantic. 
The same scandalous cupidity caused the loss of the 
captain and men from the Eliza Warwick, and also of 
the men from the deck of the St. James. The fact is, 
that freights are so high as to induce the ship owners to 
load down their vessels beyend their steering powers.— 
The Columbia was loaded down one foot and a half be- 
low her steering powers, and Capt. Rathbone hesitated 
to goto seain her. This was the.case also with the St. 
Jamesand the Eliza Warwick. And on accountof this, 
when these vessels were scudding, running before the 
wind, their decks were swept over the taffrails by heavy 
seas, and all hands near it were washed over and 
drowned.
